A lot of the trouble we face' 
from the combined problems of 
inflation and- recession is 
psychological in nature. 

In other words, the effect of 
today's high prices and growing 
unemployment on the public 
_mind__oniy _compounds_th€L 
economic, dislocation causing 
the original trouble. Thus, the 
more eimShasis the government 
and the news media place on 
trouble spots in the economy, 
the more such spots there will 
be and the more trouble we will 
encounter.

A CASE in point is the 
government's cost-of-living 
index which shows the change 
in prices of items regarded as 
essential for human subsis- 
tence. When the Labor Depart- 
ment reports an increase in the 
index every month it has an 
impact of enormous importance 
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December has been declared Gifted Education Month in 
Illinois by Gov. Dan Walker. 

He urges parents and educators to become more aware of 
the special problems and needs of gifted children. 

The state education office is sponsoring a conference this 
week in Decatur for those who work with gifted children.

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' The emphasis in gifted education has changed from the' 
past practice of placing gifted youngsters in accelerated or 
enriched programs, to providing individualized attention to 
their needs within the regular classroom. 

These children .represent a valuable human resource, and 
from their numbers will come many of the leaders of 
tomorrow. It is up to us now to make sure each of them has 
the opportunity to develop his or her special abilities as fully 
as possible.

The progress we have made in the sciences, arts, politics, 
education and other fields has been due to. the vision and 
expertise of endowed and trained individuals.

A growing cost-of-living index 
spells trouble all along the way.' 
It means the aged and others 
living on fixed, incomes will 
again have to tighten their 
belts. It means that blue-collar 
workers must begin to worry 
about the future of their 
employment. And it means that 
more and more people will have 
to seek "moonlighting" jobs to 
meet the faniily budget. l 

And these are only a few of 
the consequences of this kind of 
economic dislocation. Regard- 
less of what it takes to meet the 
problem, there is only one sure 
thing: It will be difficult on the 
individual wage earner in this 
country as weft* asV-^ri^the 
members ef ; his; immediate 
family. ' ^ 

WE HAVE for too long taken 
for granted the extremely high' 
living standard that we were 
maintaining. We took to heart 
the idea that we were living in 
the "affluent society'! and that 
things would always; remain 
stationary or improve. 

Realistically speaking, we 
have had a lot of bad news on 
the economic front, and it has 
been the kind of news that 
spelled discouragement for the 
workers and -downright despair 
for many retired persons . 
, But there have been some 
encouraging developments. 
And that's what I meant when I 
mentioned counting our econ- 
omic blessings. It's not easy to 
explain but' it is important 
because the things that have; 
gone right for us are largely 
tragedies that failed to occur. 

FOR EXAMPLE, many econ- 
omists find it encouraging that
